demonstrate to a senate committee 
that prohibition is a farce and must 
continue so unless the law Is modi- 
fied to permit the sale of beer, If 
not wine and even stronger drink. 


After that the drys will have the 


same allotted time to 
defend the 


operations of the enabling a^. un- 
der th« Eighteenth amendment and 
to urge the strengthening of It along 
the lines proposed by the adminis- 
tration in the recently 
introduced 


Goff bill. 
The wets go Into the battle with- 
out any illusions that they are going 
to get congress to pass any modifi- 
cation measures at this session. Bur 
they want to make a record with a 
view to letting the 
country know 


what they regard the facts to b«. 
The drys have expressed entire 
willingness to meet them on tin 
ground th«y are confident they can 
present a case which will demon- 
strate that prohibition has been of 
immense benefit to the nation, de- 
spite the manifold difficulties of its 
enforcement. 


Definite Lines Laid Down. 


Definite lines have been laid down 
lor the hearing by Senator Means, 
republican, Colorado, who is thj 
chairman of the committee. There 
is to be no cross table wrangling 
between wets and drys and no cross 
examination of witnesses except by 
members of the committee. 
Two 


of tho most able cross examiners in 
the senate—Reed of Missouri, and 
Walsh of Montana, both democrats 
—are members of the committee. 
They are found on opposite sides of 
the prohibition question.

Reed Is one of the foremost leaders 
of the wets and Walsh holds an 
equally prominent place with the 
drys.

of green houses or through a foot 
of snow. The only rabbits abroad 
were in the shop windows, or still 
in hibernation beyond the view of 
those who sought them in the snow- 
clad parks.

-Just a student," who contributes a letter to this 


page today, gives evidence of all ot the arrogance and 
impatience of youth. 


He can »ee no reason why the regents should feel 


disturbed because some of the student pastors at the 
University of Nebraska have been meddling and havo 
incited a campaign to abolish military drill—for after 
•11, common mental honesty should so designate the 
movement there to make It optional 


Apparently he does not fully realize the respon- 


sibility -which the regents assume In the management 
of a treat institution. They owe a duty to the moth- 
era and fathers and to the taxpayers, which under the 
•oclal conditions of today, is exceedingly heavy. At 
this time they are constantly subjected to demands 
and requests as to what shall be taught and what 
shall not be taught in the university. This pressure 
from the outside takes as many various forms as 
human thought. If the regents yielded to each chang- 
ing tide, the curriculum at the university would lose 
all substantial form, and end in nothing but con- 
fusion. 


If a certain aggressive and militant group can 


force the regents to alter the policy In connection 
with military drill, by an active campaign, In which 
the Indifference and lack of interest o£ the great 
masses would probably prove the deciding- factor— 
what is to prevent, sli ular action in a great many 
other subjects? The proposed referendum should fall 
because Its success would establish a most dangerous 
precedent. It would subject the University of 
Ne- 


braska to every political current which rises and falls 
in the onward march of the race. It has the potential 
threat'of adding confusion and chaos to orderly and 
carefully-planned education. If carried to a logical 
conclusion it might defeat and nullify all of tho effort 
and the great sacrifice which has been m- 1e in the 
building of a great university. That is why the re- 
gents have indicated displeasure with the actions of 
a. number of the student pastors. They have been 
meddling with matters which have no connection with 
the work thev are supposed to perform. Instead of 
making themselves useful they have placed themselves 
under fire and Jeopardized their usefulness.

The instances 
of corruption and betrayal of public trust i. the ad- 
ministration of justice have been amazingly rare in 
this country. The injustices and inequalities which 
creep in are due to the differences in human nature, 
which does figure very largely In the dispensation of 
law.

BRIAND'S ACHIEVEMENT. 


France's kettle ot financial beans has been over- 


turned and the contents spilled so .many times in the 
last throe years that something may happen even 
yet to undo the balancing of the governmental budget 
accomplished last week when the chamber of depu- 
ties and the senate successively approved the pro- 
posals of Finance Minister Peret, which had tho un- 
qualified endorsement of Premier Brland. 


Plain warning had been given to parliament that if 


it should a**ln fore* the resignation of the cabinet 
In- refusing assent to these measures the country 
would be confronted with governmental chaos and 
possibly a revolution. A good deal of serious talk was 
beginning to be heard about setting up a fascist dic- 
tatorship like the Mussolini regime in Ital., as the 
only means left for restoring national credit. 


Rather than have that coma to pass, the socialists 


irave In to the extent of refraining from castlnr their 
votes on the bills and allowing the government to pass 
them. Thii left only the communists and some of the 
uncompromisln- radicals voting In opposition to tho 
program. Former Premier Herriot, the radical lead- 
er, lupported the Brland-Peret government, but could 
not bring his following- Into lino with :nm. 


Though Franc* Is not yet «ut of the financial 


•woods. »h* at least ha» her feet on the path that will 
lead her back to solvency If she will follow It to 
tho end. The flrat principle of thrift for nations and 
individual* alike Is to live within one'l income. France 
has not been doing- this since the war, and as a rc- 


her currency has been constantly depreciating 


In value and her credit has pone down almost to the 
K>ro point. Now she is milking a belated start to re- 


authorised to levy t*xc« which will brlnf '

What France has been suffering: from was the 


same ailment that afflicts the United States, namely, 
too many politicians with Innumerable schemes for 
curing public 111* *U insistent upon making the gov- 
ernment take their medicine. Most of these schemes 
were formulated for vote-catching purposes, and not 
with the pnma'ry idea of actually uprooting the basio 
evil conditions that caused the countrty's economic 
11s. 


Having learned by disastrous experience that It 


is not possible to get ahead by spending more than 
one earns, the French nation Is now In better posi- 
tion to recuperate than before. With Brland at the 
helm, there is promise of steady improvement. 
Not 


only has action been taken to correct financial er- 
rors, but a decided Improvement has been brought 
about in the extraneous relations between Franca 
and her neighbors, especially Germany. Brland was 
the most influential fig'-re at Locarno, and, with the 
domestic pressure somewhat lessened, he can devote 
himself more than ever to the promotion of European 
concord through the league of nations and otherwise. 


A debt settlement with the United States Is also 


In prospect, which, if it should be effected, will cro—n 
ills record of achievements and stamp him as the 
greatest French administrator of his time.

axhlbltlon Charleston which preaupyosen an athlete, but tn« canroom 
Charleston. It you haven't, I advise you to learn H. 
I took my first leison the other evening-, over the radio, ana it s lots 
tl fun, but what Is of more importance, It's a splendid exercise ror-nrcaK 
tnkles and arches. You remember when I talked on/weak arches. I told 
YOU that some of the exercises were: rising: on the toes, twisting tne 
inkles In and out, walking on the outer edges of the feet, etc. wen. you 
set all of these and a lot more added, doing the Charleston. 
It seems to me thafthls erase for the Charleston is one of the most 


wholesome things that has struck the nation. It's a dance wnicn real > 
gives some vigorous exercise. 1 have been asked If It isn t harmrui in 
iome way—If It won't cause prolapse of the organs, etc. My answer IB 
that It is a rathe,- vigorous exercise, it would be harmful only In condi- 
tions where any vigorous exercise would be harmful. Ordinarily, most 
of us need more vigorous exercise than we get, and the Charleston is a 
pleasant way of getting a share of It. And as I said before, It is a spien- 
dWexerclse for weak arches. That's why I brought it In today, for• tnis 
paper is really on the causes, effects and a little of the treatment or 
broken arches.

Babies who haven't walked apparently have flat feet, both because 


there-Is normally a pad of fat on the fr.n and because the arches na^« 
not been developed yot. If children are taught to walk correctly from the 
start, there is not much danger of developing broken arches and nat 
feet. Walking correctly means walking straight ahead, neither "ems' 
out nor toeing- in. Toeing out is very apt to cause a weakening ol tne 
arch, which may finally result in flat feet. 
tfot so long ago. saw an educational film In which a teacher of poise 


and deportment was showing a young lady how to rise from tne cna.r. 
walk across the room, -etc. - And this teacher toes out most pronouncea- 
'y. She herself evidently was In need of instruction.

The bones of the feet form two arches. They are held togetnei oy 
igaments and are supported by muscles and tendons. The principal arch 
•S the longitudinal, which we know as the instep 
The other arcti is 


[he transverse arch. This is a shallow arch at the base of the toes, ex- 
'endlng across the foot.

A test to find if the longitudinal arch Is normal is to wet tne soie 01 
he foot and stand in your usual position on a bare floor or piece of wmte 
paper. If the foot Is normal, the outline will be that of a heel, the outer 
border of the foot and the ball and tips of the toes; in otherj words, there 
should be a good-sized gouge about one-half way across, on the imprint 


If6 the feet are out of balance from faulty shoes, or incorrect methods 


of standing or walking, the weight of the body falls on the wsaker parts 
f the foot, the ligaments and muscles are stretched and the arcn ne- 
Sins to fall. This produces aching and pain in the feet which later 
may extend up the legs into the hips and may even go to the neck. A\ hen 
live arch finally disappears, the feet are flat. 
„>,-„ n,n 
The falling of the transverse arch is not uncommon, even when the 
'ongitudlnal arch is still normal. The wearing of shoes with high heels 
,s apt to cause this, for the body weight, instead of bemgr distr buted all 
iver the foot, Is put almost entirely on the ball. The arch weakens, and 
•he toes, instead of being down firm, are elevated. This may cause the 
nerves between the toes to become pinched and severe neuritis may re- 


Weakened painful feet can usually be corrected by exercises to 


trengthen the leg and foot muscles (that's the reason I recommend the 
Charleston) and by correct methods of standing and walking. If the 
Condition lasts for some time, supports may be needed in addition to 
exercises. These should be fitted by a competent orthopedic surgeon.

lems, which for three 
successive 


days kept northern Calcutta in tur- 
moil, had resulted up to late Sun- 
day in twenty-three deaths and a 
large number of wounded. 
There 


were forty-eight victims in hos- 
pitals today. 
Unofficial 
records 
give a considerable higher number 
of casualties. 
Dispatches from 
Calcutta show 
that it is difficult to obtain reliable 
details of the disturbances. All 
sort of rumors are rife and the dis- 
turbed, area is 
enclosed by police 
and troops. The trouble is said to 
have started 
when a band in a 
Hindu procession persisted in play- 
ing1 outside a mosque where a Mos- 
lem service was in progress. In the 
lighting- that followed, clubs, knives 
and all kinds of hand

There was 
some shooting, both in the streets 
-and from roofs. ,
